up in the city and collect in¬ 
dividually from each house¬ 
holder for any service render¬ 
ed. Under such a bid the col¬ 
lector would have to specify 
the maximum amount he 
would charge per cubic yard of 
rubbish picked up. 

Two contractors had proposed 
that any contract include an 
“escalator” clause tied in with 
the U. S. Bureau of Labor cost 
of living index. The Council 
however, rejected such a pro¬ 
posal. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
pointed out that private con¬ 
tracting with individual prop¬ 
erty owners for rubbish pickup 
under a city franchise is prac¬ 
ticed in Arcadia and also on 
Altadena (county territory). 
Generally, this plan is more 
expensive. 

Such a plan would also work 
a hardship on residents of the 
Canyon area where they are 
prohibited from using inciner¬ 
ators and papers are picked up 
once weekly. 

As for placing loose combus¬ 
tibles in containers and bund¬ 
ling bulky trimmings tied. 
City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
pointed out that most other 
cities require this both to re¬ 
duce costs and for cleanliness. 

The Sanitation District's 
“Rawn” Report on refuse col¬ 
lection specifically points out 
that this “containing and 
bundling” of rubbish would be 
a requirement for all residents 
if the District's plan were 
adopted. 

When the Council last month 
found itself with only a single 
bid for collection and Rubbish 
Contractor Ben Kazarian sug¬ 
gested that this requirement be 
made to cut down costs so 
that the bid could be reduced, 
the council passed it off. 

At a subsequent Council 
meeting Mayor Kinney declar¬ 
ed that it was “ridiculous” be¬ 
cause it would take “too many 
man-hours a month” on the 
part of residents. 

It was understood that at the 
next meeting the Council would 
specifically instruct City En¬ 
gineer Shatto to send invita¬ 
tions to bid to all contractors 
in the area. The single unsat¬ 
isfactory bid last month result¬ 
ed from the fact that contract¬ 
ors were not adequately noti¬ 
fied of thg proposed contract.

A new job classification and 
wage schedule for city employ¬ 
ees was approved at a special 
meeting of the City Council 
Tuesday night. 

A re.solution putting the 
schedule into effect will be 
adopted next Tuesday with the 
effective date Jan. 1. 

Assuming a 48-hour working 
week, cit,v laborers will receive 
from 5215 to $230 a month; 
maintenance men or crew fore¬ 
men will get $225 to $240 a 
month; pump forem^h will get 
$220 plus living quarters; as¬ 
sistant superintendent of water 
and streets will earn $270 to 
$285- administrative officer will 
get .$270 to .$285; and assistant 
administrative officer will get 
$260 to $275. 

Water, street, and park fore¬ 
men will earn $235 to $250 a 
month, as will the city build¬ 
ing inspector. Stenographers 
and clerks will be paid $185 
to $200. 

In the Police Department, on 
the basis of a six-day week, 
the chief will receive $.325; 
two sergeants (of which Sier¬ 
ra Madre has none) would re¬ 
ceive $280; and patrolmen will 
receive from $245 to $270 a 
month, with a raise of $5 from 
the $245 for each six months of 
service. 

The councilmen throw out a 
suggestion that the Police De¬ 
partment’s work week be com¬ 
puted on a 54-hour basis. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
said he personally could not 
reconcile himself to admit that 
the policemen work 54 hours a 
week when their lunch hours 
are included in that. 

It was pointed out, however, 
that nearly every other city in 
the county operates under the 
pay-although-eating system. It 
is assumed officers still are on 
duty and their prowl car ra¬ 
dios on even though they are 
eating.

“This has been going on for 
more than M years,” Chief of 
Police Gordon G. McMillan told 
the NEWS. “Frank is a profes¬ 
sional hoho and, of cour.se, has 
no home. We have sort of an 
understanding with him when 
he comes to town he can sleep 
in the jail.” 

Chief McMillan pointed out 
that Mr. .Smith never has been 
arrested in Sierra Madre, al¬ 
though he has a minor police 
record of several vagrancy 
charges in other cities. 

The chief said the jail door 
always is left unlocked when 
the 75 ycar old hoho is being 
hoarded.
